Applicant has amended independent claims 9, 1 1 , and 17 to clarify that the catenary anchor system is applied to the vicinity of the junctio 
or vicinity of a connector, which clarifies the interpretation of the claim, leaving no room for ambiguity. But prior to this amendment, the 
examiner interpreted the claim as requiring a catenary anchor system or a connector, which is a valid interpretation of the claim 
considering the applicant's choice of language. The examiner read the claim to recite either a catenary anchor system OR a connector, 
and the prior art disclosed a connector. Therefore, this after final amendement completely changes the interpretation of the claim by the 
added language., which requires further search and consideration which is not undertaken after-final. . 
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
